I run them 
until 
they know me, but you can’t let 
it get you down. Sometimes 
you’ve got to expect it to be kind 
of slow ,and then other times it’ll 
pick up,"he said.

That’s 
the kind of slump I ’m talking 
about.” 
There aren’t many 
strays McCollum doesn’t catch. 
Last month, while new to the 
job, he caught nearly 130 dogs, 
and says the pace “ overall has 
begun to pick up again.” 
“ I’ve still got a lot of dogs to 
catch to completely clean up this 
town, but it’s not like it was,” he 


says. “ You should have been 
here at first. It as rough for a 
while.” 
That was before the 64-year- 
old dogcatcher decided to ask 
the City Council for permission 
to shoot stray dogs he couldn’t 
catch any other way. 
The 
proposal, 
which 
was 
approved after some opposition, 
was “ to shoot them with a 
shotgun with slugs in it,” the 
dogcatcher said. 
It got a nod of approval from 
Mayor Glen Ayers. 
“ We had 
been discussing 
alternatives for the six years 
I’ve been mayor, and from what 
I ’ve read of the 
(council) 
minutes, 
they’ve 
been 
discussing alternatives since 
1897,” the mayor said. 
Residents 
opposed 
to 
McCollum’s idea painted a dog- 
day-afternoon 
scenario 
of 
bloodshed 
in 
Bloom field’s 
streets and back yards, but the 
council went along anyway. 
That was three weeks ago. 
McCollum says he has yet to fire 
a shot. 
Did he ever intend to? 
“ I don’t think so,” he says, 
sheepishly. 
“ Like I said, it’s attitude. But 
you’ve got to work on the 
people’s attitude, too. Anyone 
who knows me knows I’m the 


last one in the world that would 
want to shoot an animal, but you 
know what? They’ve started to 
pen up their dogs better .” 
All of that doesn’t mean that 
he expects to catch fewer dogs. 
“ They pay me $3 a dog and I 
need all I can get, but there’s a 
tolerance 
level,” 
he 
says. 
“ Besides, I’m not in this to make 
a lot of money, because there’s 
not a lot of money in it here. Now 
this other catcher I know in the 
Bootheel gets $6 a dog.” 
Bloomfield’s pound is located 
about a half-mile west of town. 
“ I like these animals a lot. 
Feel sorry for them,” he said, 
feeding a small army of strays 
inside the white block building. 
“ You take this one,” he said, 
pointing to a beagle answering 
to the name Spot, “ I ’ve kept him 
here way past the 72-har limit. I 
mean, how can you put a fine 
dog like that to sleep?” 


McCollum 
says

“ relocated” 50 of the dogs he has 
caught. 
“ The way it works, if you want 
a dog, you come pick it out, then 
go to city hall to pay for it and

Parkhurst, who flew from his 
Los Angeles office to attend 
meeting, denied rumors that 
another shutdown might be in 
the offing. Instead, he ham­ 
mered at truckers “ to get off 
their duffs” and show their 
active support of the senate bill. 
Under the provisions of the 
bill, any truck-owner operator 
would 
be 
issued 
operating 
authority to haul what he wants 
and for whom This is providing 
that the owner does so without 
cutting rates 
Currently, 
the Interstate 
Commerce Act prohibits in­ 
dependent 
drivers 
from 
carrying exempted items unless 
they are hired out to large 
regulated carriers According to 
truckers, this causes them to 


make many empty return trips. 
Parkhurst 
called 
on 
all 
drivers to unite in a letter 
writing 
campaign 
to 
their 
congressmen 
urging 
their 
support of the issue. “ There 
are some pretty powerful lob­ 
bies 
against 
this 
b ill,” 
Parkhurst said. “ The American 
Truckers 
Association, 
(ATA) 
Teamsters Union and rails are 
all our enemies. 
“ The ATA is spending hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
defeat this Nil, which they call 
deregulation. 
It 
isn’t 
deregulation 
It’s 
free 
en­ 
terprise,” Parkhurst said. 
“ There are a lot of large 
companies that would like to see 
this bill passed,” Parkhurst 
said, showing a collection of 
letters he has received from 
firms voicing support. “ These 
companies don't care about the 
independent trucker, but if you 
can become important to them 
they are interested ”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
new government report says 
some mentally ill patients in 
private nursing homes are liv­ 
ing with hunger, cockroaches,

roofs,

trical wires and doors made of 
cardboard and burlap. 
The report, released today by 
the 
Senate 
subcommitee on 
long-term care and programs, 
particularly 
scrutinized 
New 
York and Illinois. Senate inves­ 
tigators 
said 
private homes 
were found wanting in both 
states 
Sen Frank E Moss. D-Utah, 
chairman of the panel, said the 
conditions 
were fostered 
by 
government 
policy that 
pro­ 
vides a financial incentive to 
move patients from public in­ 
stitutions into private-care fa­ 
cilities 
"I have seen hungry people 
with their faces up against 
vending machines begging for a 
quarter," Moss said "I saw 
three patients cooking eggs on 
a hotplate in their room while 
breakfast was being served in 
the dining room. I learned that 
they had bought the eggs with 
money they had received from 
begging ” 
Moss claimed mental patients 
“are a good investment" in 
New York as well as in Illinois 
He offered case histories of 
several private operations, in­ 
cluding one in Illinois where 
the operator housed 180 mental 
patients who were transferred 
from public care facilities. The 
operator received $400,000 a 
year and 
managed to keep 
$185,000 as profit. Moss said the 
operator spent only 54 cents per 
patient per day for food
